‘Ye Commorcial Report for last year of 
Hor Mnjesty’s Consul-Geueral in Shang. 
hai does nob afford us any new informa. 
tion about onr trade. It is, of course, 
placed nt a disndvantage, coming, as 
it does, before the public some months 
after the Customs’ Reports; and besides 
that, it ouly deals with matters with 
which we are more or less familiar. 
In somo of the other Reports the Con- 























suls supplied information interesting to 
merchants, though not strictly within 
the usual range of the subjects that aro 
grouped into tables of statistics, We 
recently noticed the Reports of the Con- 
sul at Hankow, and the success with 
which he bad furnished items of general 
iuterest, all having some connection 
with trade; and we think that the 
publication of such matter is likely to 
bo very beneficial to foreign commerce 
in China, by directing the attention of 
people here and at home to uew and 
varied articles which they can supply 
to China, or obtain from her. ‘The 
Consul at Shanghai gives fall reporte, 
accompanied by statistical tables, of the 
staplo articles of our import and export 
trade, and in none of these do we seo 
anything calling for special note. But 
in the section of his Report dealing with 
the financial difficulties of Inst year, there 
ig some inforrantion about the bauking 
system of China which is interesting. 
The Cousal says that there are three 
kinds of banks established here, the 
Shansi banks, local bauka or money-

cash shops, all of which aro indisori 
nately termed. banks, ‘T'wonty-four 
Shansi banks wore established in Shang. 
hai last year ; confining their business 
to denling iu exchange with all parts 
of the Empire, receiving money for 
fixed periods and lending it to local 
native banks of good repute, and in 
certain cases to mandarins, As our 
readers are aware, n great part of the 
finaucial arrangements for the tea sea- 
son at Hankow was formerly conducted 
by the Shausi bankers, through the local 
uative banks which acted as inter- 
medinries in the large exchange tran- 
snotions that preceded the opening of 
the ten markets. The Shansi bankers 
were satisfied with a small profit with a 
reduced risk, and no doubt they found 
the local Chinese ks of ser 
to them, both in their exchange and in 
1 such places 
‘The Shansi bankers are 
credited with the possession of consider- 
able capital, and we believe rightly so. 
It is known that ‘'so Tsung-t‘ang ob- 
tained from fifteen to twouty millions 
of tnels from the tribe during his cam- 
paigns in the north-west a few years 
ago, without any security, and over aud 
above further advances which they as 
government bankers hud made to the 
authorities at Peking for the prosecu- 
tion of the war. Some part of these 
large nmouuts have been repaid, but 

















probably a considerable portion is still 
ontstanding, ‘Tho Consul says that 
the drafis issued by the Shansi bankers 
aro drawn payable some days after 
sight, and that the banks deny respon- 
sibility in ense of payment to the wrong 
person, their maxim being, “the drafta 
we reeoguize, but not the person.” 
Mach has been written about the Shan. 
si banks and their porfect system of 
exchange, which is said to enable them 
to transact business with any part of 
this empire, even the most distant, so 
Uhat business could be done in one and 
the same bauk with regions and cities 
and towns the most remote from each 
othor, Little is, however, notunlly known 
of that system of exchange, and some 
things that we have read in travellers’ 
accounts lead us to the conclusion that 
like many other matters in China, its 
excellence exists more in the imagination 
of the foreiguer than in fact, ‘That 
there is a system of money cliang- 
ing onrried on between brauches of 
Shansi banke in differont provinces is 
undoubted, but it is very greatly dif- 
ferent from what western people term 
exchange. Cuptain Gill, in his “ River 
of Golden Sand,” gave some in- 
stances of the manner in which the 
drawees of his drafts endeavoured to ex~ 
act a farther profit on the weight and 
aud quality of the sycee in which 
they wore payable, and it was evident 
that the bankers who issued the drafts 
and those who were to pay them were 
merely money-changers. ‘The chief 
partners in Shausi bauks are probably 
members or hangers-on of the Imperial 
family, officials aud retired officials, 
and the wealthy and useless classes 
who are more or less affiliated to these, 
and they divide tho risks of partuer- 
ship by taking only small or moderate 
interests in several banks. ‘Thus, there 
is a sort of clanship rauning through 
the whole craft, ‘le Cousul says that 
in his thirty years experience in Ching 
he cannot recall the failare of a 
Shansi banker. We believe one concern 
claiming an existenco of three to four 
hundred years susponded this yoar, and 
many others, probably most of thom, 
have beeu seriously crippled for long 
time by the advances they mado to 
‘Tso, the collapse of banking and finance 
generally, and the balf-rained condition 
to which every interest in China has 
been reduced. 

Report of the Consul at Tiontsin 
contains very interesting items on 
monetary matters at that port last 
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year. Cash having become scarce, 
ita oxport was prohibited, according 
to old Chinese and stupid custom; 
some four millions of tncls of sycee aro 
aunnally exported to Shanghai, as pay- 
mout for imports, where it is supposed 
to pass into other bands to be returned 
to Tientsin for taxes due to the Peking 
Government. As the Consul says, by 
‘a proper aystem of Chinese banking at 
Tiontain all the unnecessary expense 
inourred in sending this trensnre to 
and from Shanghai would be avoided. 
And to this we may add that the large 
deductions which are made by officials 
of all degrees overy time the syceo is 
touched or turned over would be saved. 
The account which the Consal gives 
of the Kniping mines, and the mauner 
in which they hnve been worked, seems 
to ‘give us more of the actual truth 
bout that undertaking than we have 
Uitherto had preseuted to us. Tt reads 
vory differently from the partial reports 
on the mines which the Customs Com- 
missioners at Tioutsin have furnished, 
and is, wo should say, a traor 
statement than has yet beon made 
public. The Consul anys that aside 
from the railway, which worked well, 
the communications with the mines 
were a failure, and, “one would faucy 
that the experience of last year would 
drive the most apathetio of Chinese 
to ndyooate railways.” ‘The caval 2 
rivers were, even with careful han 
practically uunavigable for barges aad 
conl-boats ; five tug-boats were brought 
from Shanghai, but appear to have 
failed to improve the trafic, As the 
foreign modelled barges could be worked 
by crews of three men they wore de- 
tested by the boatmen, who preferred 
the native oraft which require eight or 
tou men; and attempts to sink or 
injace the new vessels were frequently 
made. ‘To get rid of these difficulties 
the company are reverting to the old 
fashioned barges. ‘The country people 
and local mandarius do not reooguize 
the company’s miuing privileges, and 
the former mine on the company’s land 
whorever it suits thew, ‘The Mining 
Sohools seem to have fuiled, neither 
work uor study being eystematically 
carried on in them, ‘The stocks of 
coal of 1882 were on haud this year, 
owing to defective commanication, and 
the outory for a larger output, the 
Consul says, is simply absurd and 
arises from false statem made to 
the Viceroy aud the Haikwan Tao-t‘ai. 
‘Phe company was sacrificed whenever 
ite interests came in contact with those 
of mandarins and other persons of every 
degree. Bat, it is added, all that is 
wanted to make the mines a perfect 
snooees is improved communication with 
Tiontsin, where the demand for coal is 
great, enormous prices being paid for 
mere rubbish hardly saleable in Europe. 
Mismanagement, ignorance and untive 
couceit, seem to have gone well nigh to 
rain the enterprize, and the faults in 
the Chinese system of book keeping, to 

_ which the Consul alludes, have no doubt 
contributed to the failure,

‘THE POSITION OF CHINA. 
‘Tue apprehousion felt of a possible 
collision between France and England 
on account of the present policy of the 
former country in the Eust las been 
accentunted by privatend vices from Lon- 
don, which hint at the direction taken by 
public opinion upon the much talked-vf 
allinanco between France and Russia, 
Under provniliug conditions, it cannot 
but bo patent to everybody that these 
two countries are precisely those from 
whom China has to fear most: from 
France, because she is committed to a 
policy of conquest and nggraudisoment, 
and from Russia, because conquest and 
aggrandisement Lave always been her 
policy. It is therefore clear that if 
these Powors, neither of which is 
famons for a spirit of reciprocity, agroo 
to shake hands with a view to dividing 
the spoil between them, the interests of 
othor nations are likely to be placed in 
jeopardy ; and the natural consequence 
of suoh an understanding would be that 
other Powers, having au intorest in the 
Far Enst, would be forced iuto some- 
thing like combination in sheer self- 
defence, Sucb, in fact, is the gist of 
the advices to which we refer. It 
stated on highly respectable authority 
that, if an alliauce between France and 
Russia becomes an accomplished fact, 
@ counter-alliance between Hugland, the 
Tnited States, and possibly Germany 
would prove to be a necessity 5 indeed, 
thnt such a step is already in active 
contemplation, if not virtually taken 
Woe do not need to be assured that t 
integrity of India must and will bo the 
firat care of the British Governments 
and, that our Indian Empire would be 
minced to some extent by the estab. 
lishment of the Franco-Chineso Empire 
about which the London papers are 
already begining to write, is uo less 
sure than that a danger would threaten 
it by any encroachments on the part of 
Rasaia, That Eugland should ever be 
forced into an attitude of apparent 
condjavancy with China agalust two 
progressive European Powers appears 
moro like Use vagary of a dronm than 
a sober politionl forecast; but self- 
defence, like adversity, brings oue into 
contact with strange bedfellows, Put- 
Ling aside the question of India, which 
however has soimportant a bearing upon 
the case, England will not be slow to re~ 
cognise and not upon the preponderauco 
of her commercial interests in Cina; 
and, if we mistake not, a hint was given 
somewhat germane to this by the Hou. 
Russell Young in bis recent letter to 
the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce. 
Auericn, said Mr. Young, ins no in- 
terests in China which are not com- 
mercial ; nor, we may add, has Eugland. 
But commercial interests, strictly and 
properly so called, aro inseparably 
bound up with enterprises of a some- 
what different nature, the success of 
which would have a very important 
bearing on trade in general ; and it is 



















































not difficult to conceive the uneasiness 
that may have been caused among 
cortain elnsses of the community in 
England by the report that Pri 
aiming at a monopoly of the railway- 
system in China for a con 
of years, ‘The unen may be per- 
sonal and special, but will nevertheless 
make itself felt by others wlio are not 
themselves directly interested in rail- 
way-building as a special branch of en- 
torprise, The plain fact is that England, 
as the country which possesses over 
eighty per cout. of the foreign trade with 
China, ns 8 very great interest in the 
termson which peaceissought tobe made 
between the Emperor's Government 
and France ; and it must be evident that 
nee to which France and Russia 
are, privately or overtly, the parties, 
carries upon its faoo a distinot danger to 
our supremacy in all conntries east of 
the Cape of Good Hope. Not, however, 
Uhat the position of affairs is necessarily 
alarming. Chiua is in circumstances 
where she needs friends if ever she 
needed them atall, Let China now come 
forward, and of Ler own free will offer 
such coucessions to Englandand the other 
Powers interested as will plaoo us on 
an equal footing with that attained by 
Franoe under the most favourable con- 
ditions, Let her make the very most 
of her opportunity while it Insts, and 
do that which will force upon England 
the necessily, in England’s own inter- 
ests, of protecting her against aggres- 
sion. Hitherto, as we bave before 
poiuted out, China has been wilfully 
and foolishly blind. She has presented 
1 Liostile face to all Europe, and, instend 
of cheerfully acceding to that whioh 
would have redounded to the welfare 
of her people and the prospority of the 
State, las treated us with somothing 
very much like contempt. It has 
proved a fatal and a foolish policy. 
Her true course now is to abandon all 
attempts to evade Trenty stipulations, 
and to act with straightforwardu 
aud liberality towards those who are 
best able to do her real good and help 
her in ler present straits, She must 
make it worth the while of the great 
commercial Powers to staud by her; 
for recout events linve proved that sho 
is helpless against her present assail- 
aut, and if France aud Ru combine 
to partition her northern aud southern 
outskirts while she is as practically 
friendless as she is now, no other power 
in Heaven or Earth will interpose to 
save her in her weakness. 





























THE BLOCKADE QUESTION. 
‘Tue news conveyed to us by Reuter 
Intely to the effect that tho Under- 
Secretary of State had declared the 
French Government justified in blockad. 
ing the Formosan ports was, wo be- 
lieve, received with considerable sur- 
prise by many Chinese renders, ‘Thi 
appears to be due to the very wide. 
spread impression which prevails among 
them that the blocknde is contrary 
to International Law, and consequent- 








ly illegal. For a blockade to be 
justifiable, we are told, there must 
first be a state of war; and this 
is just what there is not, but, accord: 
ing to the French themselves, a state 
of reprisals only, ‘The blockade, also, 
must have been formally notified by 
the belligerent Power to the represeul a 
tives of neutrals; this again has wot 
been done as far as wo know, an 
advertisement in the public press 
being tho only notification vouch. 
safed by the French authoritics, aud 
consequently, the blockade being thus 
informal or uuauthorised, all vessols 
to neither France nor China, 
beon either searched o1 or= 
fered with in any way, have a right of 
complaint against the blockading Power, 
Now, according to the oldest authorities, 
this ‘view is quite incorrect, In the 
first place, the present state is, by the 
hypothesis, one of reprisals and not of 
war.  Reprisnls, according to the best 
anthorities, consist properly inrecovering 
what is our own by force, or seizing au 
equivalent, or detaining that which be- 
longs to our adversary, ‘They aro 
resorted to, says Vattol, between na~ 
tion and nation to do justice to them. 
when they oaunot otherwise 
“TE a nation bas takou 
possession of what belougs to aus 
other: if it refuses to pay a debt, or 
to repair au injury, or to make just 
satisfaction : tho other may seize what 
belongs to it, and apply it to its own 
advantage, till it has obtained what is 
due for interest and damngo, or keop 
it ns @ pledge until fall satisfaction bas 
been made.” So much for reprisals, 
OF course tho question whether in the 
present instauco the reprisnls are well 
founded or not is irrelovant to the 
point ; we aro simply defining the posix 
tion taken up by France. Secondly, 
ono of the forms of exuoling redrevs 
from the accused nation is known’ as 
Pacific Blockade. ‘This has only been 
recognised since 1827 (Woolsey, '§119), 
The trausnotions incident to this right 
have all the characteristics of war, 
though of a war that is partial or looah 
But for a blockade to be legal, two 
Usings aro necessary : (1) that it should 
bo effective, (2) Uhnt due notice of it 
should be given, The blockade must 
bo existing “in point of fach: the 
squadron allotted for the purposes of 
its execution must be fully compelont 
to enforce it: and “all decrees and 
orders, declaring exteusive consts and 
whole countries in « state of blockade 
without the presouce of au adequate 
uaval force to support it, aro manifestly 
illegal and void” (Keut). The paper 
or cabinet blockade, which involved 
gross injustice to neutrals, is no longer 
recognised or possible, ‘'hen, due 
notice of blockade must be given, 
But what is due noiice? Here the 
answer comes prompt and uuequiv 
“The best notice,” says Woolsey, 
when a vessel, approaching n port, ov 
attempting to enter it, is warned off by 
fa ship pertaining to the blockading 
squadrou.” Hautefouille regards this 
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notice as essential in all oases, but 
does not hold a diplomatic notification 
to be nocessary ; and this view is always 
acted upon, we read, by the French 
Government, “It is immaterial,” says 
Kout, “in what way the neatral comes 
to tho knowledge of the blockade, If 
the blockade actually exists, and be bas 
kuowledge of it, Le is bound not to 
violate it,” Itis too early at presout to 
offer an opinion as to the capture of 
Ue Fei Hoo, as the particulars of the 
occurrence are not yet to hand. We 
only know, on the authority of a cor. 
respondent of the China Mail, that the 
cruiser, while trying to make the port 
of Tai-wan Fu, was sighted by the 
Lutin, which immediately gave chase, 
Tho Fei Hoo set all hor sails and flew 
away South, gaining upon her pursuer ; 
but in endeavouring to escape sho ran 
into the clutches of La Qalissionnitre 
aud was captured. The only remark 
that may be mado at the presont stage 
of our knowledge is that the Fei Hoo, 
being engnged in ministering to the 
necessities of the light-honses on tho 
const, might have beou excepted from 
the goneral ban. But this does not 
touch the quostion of the legality of 
the blockadeitself. Theaction of Admiral 
Courbet, in declaring a blockade of the 
Formosan ports, was perfectly in accord 
ance with the recognised procedure in 
such oases according to tho authorities 
we have quoted, and the blockade 
in, if tested by thom, strictly legal. 
The provions existence of n state 
of war is nob necessary to tho estab. 
lishwent of a blockade, and a diplo- 
matic notifiontion of the blockade 
iteolf is uot necessary to its legality, 
But now comes a very curious and 
important fact. Unequivoonl as are the 
principles we have quoted, they are 
denied and repudinted point-blank in 
fa paper on Heffter’s worle on Iuterna- 
tional Law, which is dealt with 
in a very able manner in the Inst 
uumber of the Ldinburgh Meview, 
Spenking of Pacific Blockade, the very 
measure now in force in Formosa, and 
defended by Vattel, Kent, aud Wool. 
soy, the reyiower says: “The objection 
to cooreive mensures of this description 
is that they produce inconvenience to 
noutral commorce, and it is a very open 
question whethor Ue extreme rigour of 
blockade rules should be enforced. 
‘Werethe blockade rules entirely ignored 
there would cease to be a blockade, and 
the action of the attacking Government 
would be stultified, But as rogards 
third partios, a State has no right to 
exercise belligerent rights when no war 
exists. In the recent operations of the 
Freeh in Tonquin, Feauce denied that 
sho was at war with China. We should 
therefore have held that she could not 
refuso access by a neutral ship to auy 
Chinese port.” Tt is sufficient for us 
to lay this very lucid conflict of opinion 
hofore our intelligent readers, and let 
them discover for themselves bow far 
the Chinese haye any right to complain 
of the present action of the French in 
blockading the Formosan porte, 





























THE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION. 
Mr. Grovea Cusystann, when be as- 
sumes office, will be the twenty-second 
gentleman who bas beon President 
of the United States. Of those who 
have filled that high position four 
were elected as Vice-Presidents and 
succeeded to office on the deaths of the 
elected Presidents. Seven Presideuts 
have held office for two terme—uamely 
George Washington, Thomas Jefferson, 
James Madison, James Monroe, General 
Jackson, Abraham Lincoln and General 
Grant. Down to 1857 the rival 
political parties were the Whigs and 
Democrats, but shortly before tho elec- 
tion of that year the Republican Parly 
was formed from the Whigs, aud those 
who were opposed to slavery. he enndi- 
date of the Democrats in that year 
was Mr. James Buchanan, who was 
elected by a large majority over Mr. 
Joln ©. Fremont, the Republican, 
whose frionds fought with the watch- 
words “Free States, Freemen, Fremont 
nnd Victory.” The weakuess of Mr. 
Buchanan has gouerally been cousidered 
to have emboldened the Southern states- 
men and people, aud to have, in no 
slight measure,couduced tothe war which 
followed the election of Mr, Lincoln, 
the first President chosen from the Re- 
publican Party, And sincothattime until 
now the Demoorats lave been unable 
to oleot a President, although they have 
occasionally been in a majority in 
Congress, That tho sucess of the 
Republicnns ns beon in some monsuro 
owing to the merits of their caudidates 
is uudoubted, fur the services which 
Mr. Lincolu and Geveral Grant had 
roudered to their country gave them 
claims on the poople of the United 
States such as no coutemporary public 
mon possessed. It is probably not too 
much to say that the second election of 
General Grant was wou by the personal 
feel in bis favour which was en- 
tortained by the great bulk of the 
Republioau Party, and by many others 
of different political opinions. The 
elections of 1876 and 1880 wero 
fought upon strict Parly lines, and 
tho former year it scems now 
to be generally admitted that tho 
Democratic candidate hind a majority 
of votes; while, when General Garfield 
was chosen, the Republicans had 
evidently recovered their former un- 
animity and strength. At that time, 
too, the tariff question was brought to 
the fore, and everything was done to 
enconrage the belief among the work. 
g classes that the Democrats would 
troduce free trade if power was placed 
in theic hands, As regards theic com- 
mercial and fiscal policy, there does not 
appear to be much difference between 
the two late candidates, judging from 
their letters acvepticg the nomination 
of their Parties, but Mr. Cleveland 
appears to lean towards a relaxation 
of the protective system, while Mr, 
Binine firmly adbered to it. 

The defeat of the Republican con- 
didate on Tuesday last will be a sur- 
prize to many of our renders who 























have trusted to the numerical strength 
of the Party, its proved organization, 
and the personal popularity of Mr. 
Blaine. We have beon assured by the 
American Press that tho election was 
being fought on political lines only, and 
though it is somewhat difficult to ro- 
concile that with the violent personali- 
in which both sides have indalged, 
epublioans 
relied on the favour in which thoir 
principles have been held by the masses, 
tosecure them vietory. It will probably 
be found when details of the election 
reach us that a large number of tho 
Republicaus threw off their allegi- 
ance to their Party because of tho 
antecedents of the candidate. We are 
not inclined to believe everything that 
has been alleged against Me. Blaine 
since the contest began, bat even his 
Warmest supporters eeom to ndmit that 
thore are serious blomishes in his public 
history, which caused many of tho 
flower of the Republican Party to go 
over to Mr, Cleveland as soon as the 
result of the Chicago Convention be- 
came known, open revolt and 
protest bas very likely beou adopted 
by large numbors of voters, who with 
auother candidate would have swelled 
the ranks of the Ropublicaus, and has 
helped to win, if it did not gain, victory 
for the Demoorats. If this be the 
conse, evon the Republicans who are 
disappoiuted by the result of the 
contest will, in a short time view it 
with satisfaction, as an assurance that 
tho political morality of their oountry- 
meu has improved. We bolieve that 
that the same improvement las beon 
going on in every couutry where thore 
is any morality or any politics, and 
that, as a cousequence, things in the 
conduct of public mon that would hayo 
been passed over but a short time ago, 
are now punished by the withdrawal of 
the confidence aud support of the 
electorate. It is woll that it should be 
80, and that free countries should place 
office and power only in the hands of 
mon of unblemished reputation, In 
countries such as England was in tho 
days of Grafton aud Sandwich, a doubt 
fal record did not injure a politician ; 
but in the prosent day ® purer political 
life is required from public men. And 
we hope that the eleotion of Mr. Cleve- 
land is a sign that the majority of the 
citizens of the United States are detor- 
mined to respect their country, in the 
future, too much to choose for her high 
places men who caunot show a clean 
ill of political bealth, 




















‘MR. THOMSON AND THE BISHOP, 
‘Tue letter addressed to us on behalf of 
Bishop Boone by the Rev. B. H. Thom- 
sou Las not created a very favourable 
impression. It might, in fact, be eub- 
jected to a somewkat searching aualysis 
that “would only render the necessity 
for investigation more pressingly im- 
portant, however, wo are uot 
disposed to undertake at the presout 
stage of the affair, aud we coufine ours 
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solves, therefore, to two points which 
appeat to us to oll for remark, ‘The 
fiat ia, the use of the word “ apparent” 
as applied by Bishop Boone himself to 
the “ confidence of those in the mission” 
closely assooiated with himself. Bishop 
Boone affirms that “ confidence ” has 
boon shown in him by members of the 
mission, but is evidently so little con- 
vinoed of the sinoority of that coufid. 
once as to qualify it with a most sug- 
gestive adjective, Has that confidence 
roally been eviueed ? And, if so, in 
what way, and by whom? Is it or 
is it uot a fact that the strongest opposi- 
tion was shown to his consecration by 
membors of tho mission in letters ad- 
reseed to Bishop Booue himself, and 
the grounds for that opposition sot forth 
at considerable length ? Wall Bishop 
Boone veuture to publish a list of the 
names of those members of the mission 
of whose cordial aud unqualified support 
he has no doubts—who have welcomed 
hia election on the ground of being 
the best and fittest man for filling the 
episcopal offico? If he can do this, 
why does ho spenk of the confidence of 
those in the mission closely associated 
with himself as being only “apparent”? 
Seoondly, it is to be regretted that Mr, 
‘Thomson should, on bebalf of the 
Bishop himself, plend for the suppres 
sion of the documents to which wo re- 
forced in our article of the 5th instant.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES, 

Soptombor 22ud,—(1) Tho Governor of 
Shantung announces tive receipt of a report 
from the Taotai of the ‘Teng, Lai, Ch 
Circuit tothoeffectthaton tho 22nd and 23rd 
of August there was a very heavy fall of rain 
at Chefoo, accompanied by a strong yalo of 
wind, which uprooted numbers of trees. 
‘There wero five or six feet of water in the 
town of Yén-t‘ai, causing houses to fall 
down in considerable numbers and laying 
low the whole of the autumn crop. ‘The 
gentry of the place were unanimous in 
asserting that such a storm had not been 
experiouced for tho past ten yoara and 
more. An inspoction of the crops justified 
a hope that with fine weather suns fifty to 
sixty per cent. of a full crop might yet be 
gathered, and there was consolation in the 
fact that the area of devastation was for- 
tunately small, From further reports from. 
the commandant of the troops at Yén-t‘ai 
the Memorialist learns that there were four 
or five foot of water in certain of the can- 
touments. Most of the walls and trenches 
were destroyed aud every siugle tent was 
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blown down, seven men being drowned. 
‘ls, 1,500 have been issued for the prompt 
repair of the damage don e canton- 
ments and the T'ao-tai at Yén-t‘ai has been 
ordered to issue relief to the sufferers in 
proportion to the measure of their distress.

Certain 
objections will possibly be raised to 
the Memorialist’s proposal, It may be 
argued, for instance, that the cost of 
transport by sea is cheaper, but it should 
be borne in mind that when the sea route 
is obstructed foreign vessels will have to 
be hired for the transport of grain to Tien-
